Q: When did you first 
become involved in Austra- 
lian Soccer? 

A: In 1956, I toured here 
with FK Austria. Two years 
later I came back to settle 
permanently. At that time, 
several great European 
players arrived here includ- 
ing Karl Jaros, Walter 
Tamand! and Herbert 
Ninaus. Soccer had a lot of 

ersonalities. We played 
for FC Prague. It seems 
difficult to believe, but in 
those days you could get an 
attendance of 18,000 at a 
club match. I played for 
Apia against South Coast in

ney. Santos without Pele 
would have pulled in 10,000 
or less. It has been proved, 
without any question, in 
the United States that per- 
sonalities bring in spec- 
tators. 


Q: How can we benefit 
from the United States 
lesson? 

A: Obviously, Australian 
clubs do not have millions 
of dollars to tempt the 
world’s great players here; 
so we cannot take any 
American-type short cuts. 
This means we must 
MAKE our own stars. Im- 
possible? Certainly not. 
‘The raw material is here — 
it just needs ‘to be 
developed properly. 

Q: Why are you so confi- 
dent about the material? 

A: Look at the success 
story of a boy called Craig 
Johnston. He went overse- 
as, did it the hard way, and 
has now been transferred 
from Middlesbrough to 
Liverpool for $1,500,000. 
Please believe me, there 
could be another 50 Craig 
Johnstons right now in 
Australia waiting to be dis- 
covered and developed. 

Q: Where are they all 
hiding? 

A: They are here, don't 
worry. But do they have 
Craig Johnston's dedica- 
tion? Would they pay their 
way to England and do 
every menial job with a 
club there? Would they 
bounce back after being 
told they'd never make the 
grade? Would they work. 
hour after hour on their 
‘own — because top English 
managers just do not have 
the time to spend with teen- 
age talent? I doubt it. 

Q: How did you develop 
your skills at that age? 

A: In Vienna as a kid, I 
always went to watch the 
great stars in action. 
Hanappi, Ocwirk, Stojas- 
pal . . . these were the sort 
of players I idolised. Stojas- 
pal was a centre-forward 
(my position) and I tried to 
imitate him in everything. I 
would watch him play in a 
big match, hurry home, get 
out a ball and start doing 
what I'd seen him doing. 
This does not happen in 
Australia. Many of the kids 
here don’t even watch top.

FURORE IN 
FIRST MATCH 


Sensation marked the State 
Championships in Northern New 
South Wales when the Central 
Coast ladies team was the only 
undefeated team in the competi- 
tion yet finished with the runner- 
up trophy. 

The “Coasties” as they are called, were 
very disappointed with this result as they 
were defending the title they had won in 
Lismore the previous year. 

For the first time, the Central Coast 
team were playing before their home 
supporters. 

Despite the cold and drizzly conditions 
that seemed to affect all but the Queens- 
land titles, teams from Lismore, Armidale, 
Tamworth and Newcastle arrived by bus to 
Tazers Park at Point Claire (near Gos- 
ford). 

A considerable number of supporters 
braved the elements to cheer on their 
respective teams. 

Difficulties arose in the first match bet- 
ween the Central Coast team and the 
strong contenders for the title, Macquarie 
and Districts. 

The game see“sawed with no quarter 
being given or asked in a hard game during 
the first half. 

It was in the final stages of the match 
when the Coast girls apparently seemed to 
have the game in their grasp with the score 
at 3-2, that the Central Coast star striker, 
Renaye Iserif, was brought down with a 
hard tackle and removed from the field for 
treatment. 

With only seconds remaining in the 
game, both sides replaced players. 

The final whistle sounded without either 
replacements touching the ball. 

Jubilation from the huge spectator con- 
tingent from the Central Coast supporters 
turned to dismay however when it was 
learned that a protest had been lodged. 

It was alleged that Central Coast had 
replaced too many players. 

The rules of the championships allow for 
three replacements (one of whom must be 
a goalkeeper). 

The protest by Macquarie and Districts 
was upheld and the judicial decision was 
that no points would be awarded for the 
match, 

The Central Coast girls went on to win 
their remaining scheduled matches. 

Macquarie, encouraged at receiving this 
second chance at the title, set about in a 
business-like manner and also won the 
remainder of their games. 

The official results were announced by 
the president of the Northern NSW Wo- 
men’s Soccer Federation, Mr Alan 


Hampton. 

The results of the senior games were: 
Central Coast 3 Macquarie 2 (declared 
void); Far Nth. Coast 1 Namoi Valley 0; 
Central Coast 3 Namoi Valley 0; Macq- 
uarie 7 Armidale 0; Central Coast 3 Ar- 
midale 1; Macquarie 14 Far Nth. Coast 1; 
Macquarie 7 Namoi Valley 0; Armidale 1 
Far Nth. Coast 0.

The last two weeks we have brought 
to our readers two reports compiled by 
Australia’s ex-World Cup manager, Joe 
Vlasits. 


These reports have been submitted to the ASF to be 
studied for the future, and this week we present the last 
instalment of the Viasits papers. 

We believe that the Vlasits papers have a lot of merit 
and should be considered very seriously if Australian 
Soccer is to progress both domestically and in the interna- 
tional arena. 


LONG-RANGE PLAN TO RESTORE 
. AUSTRALIAN SOCCER AT 
NATIONAL SENIOR LEVEL 


Australian Soccer has advanced considerably in the last 
ars, particularly at junior level, where coaching, 
tactics and skills have all improved. 


There is still much to be done, however, if Australia is to 
improve substantially at national level. One of the biggest 
obstacles to progress,is the lack of time available because 
players, coaches and administrators are largely part- 
timers, 


Another disadvantage, is the dwindling public support 
for the game. Crowds are down from the peak period from 
1959 to 1972, when the game boasted attendances averag- 
ing 8,000 to 12,000 at State League level for club games, 
and 15,000 to 30,000 at a semi-final or final. 

Soccer lovers have been staying away in recent years 
from senior Soccer, only because the game is not attractive 
enough to entice them to games. 


Tactics employed are just too defensive and the accent is 
‘on not losing rather than on winning and scoring goals. 
This has been carried on through to the national level, 
where the recent Australian World Cup teams have failed 
against nations which have concentrated on developing 
basic skills and techniques, keeping their Soccer very 
simple, and sticking to basic principles of play. 

Australia needs a long-range, progressive imme, 
properly planned and organised, and systematically carried 
out, 


OVERALL PROGRAMME 


1. A World Cup committee as now constituted to 
operate within the Australian Soccer Federation's policies, 
and to be wholly responsible for the planning, programmes 
and day to day running of Australia’s World Cup prepara- 
tions. 


2. A technical committee of three or four people, two of 
whom should be former coaches and one administrator, to 
Supervise the technical and administrative aspects of the 
programme on behalf of the World Cup committee. 

3. A planning committee, composed of the national 
coach, a coaching adviser and an administrator, to plan 
trainings, coaching and medical observation with measure- 
ment of programmes, 


4. A medical panel of two doctors and the team- 
Physiotherapist to plan as well as supervise physical 
conditioning and physical performance measurement as 
well as maintaining physical fitness. 


5. A national coach to be appointed for four years to 
ensure continuity of preparation. 

6. A four-year training coaching and match programme, 
drawn up by the planning committee, and submitted for 
comment by the technical committee and medical panel, 
then for approval by the World Cup committee. 

7. A programme of trial and friendly matches against 
overseas national and club teams to obtain and to maintain 
match fitness at the required level. This programme to be 
dovetailed with the World Cup qualifying matches to 
ensure peak match fitness and preparedness at the crucial 
time. 


The whole match programme to be controlled by the 
ASF general secretary, Mr Brian Le Fevre, who will be 
responsible for the costs, times, locations, travel and 
accommodation, 


THE PREPARATION 


The national coach, in conjunction with the planning 
committee, should prepare a four-year plan based on a 
squad initially of 22 players, cutting back to 18 players at 
some defined stage in the preparation. 

The plan should incorporate provision for physical 
conditioning and fitness, mastery, of techniques and basic 
skills under match conditions, development of team skills 
in match situations, development of tactical awareness and 
flexibility to adapt tactics and team skills to varying 
systems to meet different conditions and circumstances. 


There is no need for any of the above to be elaborate. 
In fact, it will be far more effective if it is all kept simple, 


.. as long as care. is taken to ensure that it is creative, 
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constructive as well as progressive, so that the maximum 
efficiency is achieved at the time of the qualifying series for 
the 1986 World Cup. 2 

The planning committee and the national coach must set 
re harmonious relations and effective working relation- 

lips with State and club administrators, as well as coaches 
in all States, so that the national team ramme can be 
carried out in different centres similtaneously, with 
minimum disruption to club training and match program- 
mes, BUT with maximum benefit for national team 
preparation. 

Provision should be made in the four-year programme 
for the technical committee to carry out res to acquire 
detailed knowledge of the environment, conditions and 
circumstances in which the Australian team will be re- 
quired to live, train and play while on an overseas tour or 
playing World Cup qualifying matches away from home. 

From time to time, a provision should be made for the 
inclusion of the national under 18 and under 16 squads in 
training camps for the national senior squad. This will have 
long-term benefits for the potential national players as well 
as immediate advantages for the current national senior 
squad. 


NOTES 


There is no reason why a member, or more, of the 
World Cup committee should not also hold membership of 
ie technical committee and or the planning committee, as 

ng as that person or persons have the necessary qualifica- 
tions for the positions they will hold. 

A detailed working plan and proposal can be submitted 
for consideration ant approval as soon as this submission is

From these reports, one can see that the Vlasits’ papers 
bear much credence and we as a Soccer nation just cannot 
afford to ignore such recommended policies. 


Viasits emphasised that today’s Soccer is based mainly 
on NOT losing and thus negative tactics now dominate the 
overall Soccer scene consequently driving away the paying 
customer in droves. Can we afford to continue in this 
fashion? 

Of course not. What are the alternatives? 


Well this year, mainly due to Tommy Docherty, Sydney 
Olympic has been playing a new brand of Soccer; open, 
fast, entertaining Soccer. In fact Sydney Olympic all this 
season have been the “entertainers” in the PSL. 

You may well ask, so what? Where are all their points on 

ladder? 

Sure. Correct. But their turnstiles have been clicking

faster and faster this year and they have been averaging 
home gates of five to six thousand week in week out. 

So what is my point? 

My point is that today, more than ever before, peor 
want to be entertained in their leisure hour for their leisure 
dollar, and Sydney Olympic seem to have at least realised 
this and thus have opened up their game, thrown caution 
to the wind, taking repeated risks to play attractive, 
exciting, fast open Soccer. 

The bottom-line to what I’m saying is, they ARE 
providing “entertainment”, and although they are not 
consistently being rewarded with winning points, they are 
in fact so far out in front gate-wise that it’s not funny. 
Whilst on the other hand, other clubs employing ultra- 
defensive Soccer are driving their supporters away even 
though they may be higher up the ladder with points, 

A classic example, of the last 10 years or so, has been 
West Ham in England. 

They have always had a policy of open Soccer, knocking 
it about wide, and pushing forward. Sure they cop hidings 
and sure they get relegated with monotonous regularity, 
BUT, today, besides Liverpool, the Hammers have consis- 
tently good crowds watching them week in week out, as 
well as picking up the odd F.A. Cup Final against much 
stronger foes. 

The PSL badly needs West Hams and Sydney Olympics 
ie League, as without large crowds, everything breaks 

mn. 


First, CASH-FLOW. Two little words that mean noth- 
ing to anyone but the president and treasurer of every club. 
Cash- flow is the blood-line to any club. Without it, the 
club will suffer a heart-attack or sclerosis of the arteries, 
resulting in thinner pay packets, thinner squads with 
thinner results.

Gone are the days where a first division club will survive 
adequately with collections from supporters to keep the 
club alive. 

A club must be self-sufficient and generate its own cash- 
flow through the product it sells. That product has to be 
good otherwise there will be no buyers (gate-crowds). 
Attractive packaging is really meaningless unless the 
product is sound. Packaging may or may not work for a 
very short time, but as that great man once said, 

“You can fool some of the people some of the time, but 
never all the people all of the time”. 


Exactly the same applies to Soccer. The product MUST 
be good. 


In 1979, the Australian Soccer scene witnessed a spec- 
tacular night at the Sydney Showground when some 64,000 
le crushed their way into the arena to see the New 
Fork Cosmos. All the so-called experts said “look what 
professional promotion does”. To that I say rubbish. Sure 
the promotion was magnificent, excellent, very expensive 
and Aiehly colourful. But the real reason for the success of 
the night was the ‘product’. It was sound. The product 
contained ingredients such as Beckenbauer, Chanaglia, 
Bogicevic, Alberto etc .. . the promotion only brought 
awareness that the game was on. The promoters did not 
have to sell Beckenbauer’s name. “Joe Public” already 
knew the West German captain and his value. The product 
was sound. It did not have to be dressed up. 
Beckenbauer and the rest of the travelling stars of 
COSMOS, had it, had just the product that the public 
wanted. The stars were all personalities, and all were 
professional entertainers. Their act was called ... 
SOCCER. 


Today, as Joe Vlasits says, Australian Soccer badly lacks 
personalities. Every sport must have personalities, They 
are the names that drag in the crowds. Gone are the 
Warrens, Abonyis, Watkiss’, Schaefers, Baartz’, 
Baumgartners, Campanas, Ninaus, Richards, Lords, Voj- 
teks etc, etc. 


What have we to replace them with today? Sure, we 
have a Peter Sharne, a Tony Henderson and a Kenn 
Boden, that can all explode suddenly into action and lift 
the crowds to their feet, but are they enough?

A suggestion that the Canberra League be combined with 
the Football League to form a competition of more than two 
divisions was strongly opposed by the incumbent Football 
League chairman, Gerry Martens,

Also under discussion is a proposal that players from under 
13 to under 16 be formed into a colts league under the 
jurisdiction of the senior body, while the present successful 
colts league be re-named as a youth league, catering for 16 to 
under 19-year-old players. The only opposition to this propos- 
al, so far, came from junior league chairman, Cyril Sutton, who 
believes under 13 and under 14 players should remain within 
the junior league camp.

THIS IS A VERY GOOD 
COACHING BOOK

Soccer coaching books come in all shapes and sizes . . . 
and prices. 

Generally, you only get what you pay for. In other 
words, the higher the price, the more comprehensive the 
book. There are occasional bargains available — for 
instance Andrew Clues excellent “SOCCER FOR 
COACHES AND PLAYERS” a couple of years ago was a 
big seller, popular with the public because it carried its 
message in simple language. 

Priced at around $5, that book appealed to a huge 
audience. 

However, if Hi want more detail, more pictures, more 
diagrams, it is desirable to move into a bigger price range. 

ich brings me to a very good coaching book which 
came on the Australian market only recently. 

It is called “SOCCER TACTICS AND SKILLS” and 
the author is Charles Hughes, England's assistant Director 
of Coaching. Charles Hughes has been a key man in the 
English Football Association's coaching set-up for the past 
17 years. 

1 book is officially endorsed by the F.A. and, like 
most publications emanating from the F.A., it is a quality 
production. Some of the colour illustrations, featuring the 
big names of English football, are outstanding. 

is hard-back book of 236 pages is not cheap. It sells in 
Australia for $24.95 but it does represent value for money. 

‘There is a constant thirst for coaching books in Australia 
due to the explosion of player numbers at junior level. All 
youngsters need coaching and much of that coaching is by 
Pegle who themselves desperately seek knowledge. 

“SOCCER TACTICS AND SKILLS” will provide that 
knowledge.
